When 
ju the Mediterrancan, abont the end of February, 
‘a fire Wroke ot in the ‘cargo in tho after-hold, 
and after great exertions on the part of the crew 
it was extingaished. ‘Lhe captain put into Con- 
stautinople cad discharged part of thecargo, with 
aview of ascertaining whether there wos any 
further fire below. 'The-sbip was oxomined by a 
gurvéyér anda Government official, who certified 
that the cargo was ail wife, and the skip was re- 
Toaded and proceeded on her voyage. On Maroh 
4, at 6a.m,, when about a week oat from Con- 
stantinople and in lat. 92 N., long. 32 B., smoke 
issued in dense volumes through all the rontila- 
tors, and it was at once apparent that the seat of 
the fire.wai in tha after-hold, the acene of the 
former outbroak: All tho crew were called on 
deck, and thé captain tomoved the batches, and 
jettisoned a quantity of petroleum cuges to en- 
deavonr to reach the seat of the fire. , Tho smoke, 
however, ,intorferad with the:work considerably. 
Large quantities of water were poured into the 
hold, bat at 8 o’olock the fiamos burst through 
the trankways, and,it soon became evident that 
the’ vessel was doomed, At9a.m. the captain 
gave ordera for the orew ta abaridon the ship, 
and they got‘into four boats, The Hre was now 
running along the deck, and in the excitement 
John M‘Govern, A.B, an Irishman, fell ovor- 
board-and drowned.

- Her Majesty's ship Calliope arrived in Sydnay 
‘Harbour on the 4th April. Thoro were several 
rowing boaty in waiting, all of them filled with 
eager reporters, bitters aby of them found ao 
opportunity of gaining a foothold on the ship 
a gentleman, ‘who had been previously observed 
waving 8 black silk hat rather wildly from. tho. 
deck of ‘a steam'Iaunch, had jumped on board 
ani wes renewing in hearty Hnglish his panto- 
mimic weloome.,” This’ was the Governor, who, 
uocompanied by ‘the Hon. Rupert Carrington,

In mony cases the burials 
took place where are discvvery of the uafortu- 
nate-men was-made;—In-other-cases the bodies 
were conveyed to the townshi». ‘The simple ser-

-waters.. Mr. Armes, the paymastet of the Vanda- 
lia, was buried: beneath +he orange trecs in 
the garden of Captain.

E bring to Ryiney despatches to’ the 
Gorman authorities. Wo had'a splendid-pasaage 
by the Calliope, and frum Captain Kana and his 
officers’ I received ‘the utwost kindness and 
courte! S 

“The torrible weather which was experienced 
at Apia commenced about. midnight on March 
15... Up to that time everything appeared snug, 
About lislf-past' 4 o'clock on ‘the morning of 
the 16th the Néipsic, Amorican corvotte, got 
Ladrift, and in endoavoring ‘to got a safe position 
she got into collision with the Olga. -Onr 
vessel could uot get out of her way,.as sho wna 
at anchor, ‘with her sterppost. close to the 
reef. “The Nipsic broke our jibboom and smesh- 
edour nettinga on the port side. - ‘Thea Nipsic 
drifted on the reef about halt-past 5 o'clock. 
Abont tho same time the Hber drayyod her al 
ohors and went on the'reef owing to.the Mipste, 
drifting on to her. The Eber was shattered in- 
toa thousand pivces.- She, was a new vessel, of 
composite build, and bailt in 1887. Her stem, 
only was found on tho beach.
